At approximately 1530 hours, Agents from Pennsylvania Office of Attorney General’s Office set up surveillance on 3026 Texas 
Avenue, Pittsburgh, PA 15216. At approximately 1827 hours, I (Agent Shaffer) observed Ivan Organista (DOB: 04/12/1977) exit the 
second story apartment door to 3026 Texas Avenue, Pittsburgh, PA 15216. Organista entered his Maroon Chevrolet Trailblazer 
(PA Registration FVY-2590) and pulled away from the curb on Texas Avenue. Organista proceeded to make a left hand turn onto 
Hillsdale Avenue without stopping at the stop sign. 

In the 2400 block of West Liberty Avenue, Task Force Officer Beere conducted a traffic stop on the vehicle. After slowing down 
Organista continued driving at a slow rate of speed for approximately (15) seconds then stopped the vehicle. At this time, 1 
observed Organista reach towards the front passenger’s seat floor and appear to conceal or retrieve an item. I notified Task Force 
Officer Beere and Agent Smith of my observations and Organista was asked to step out of the vehicle. As Organista stepped out 
of the vehicle I observed a white bag partially pushed under the passenger’s seat. Believing that Organista may have stashed a 
weapon in the white bag I opened the bag and discovered (2) fop Ramen Noodle bags. One bag contained raw noodles and the 
other bag contained approximately (4) ounces of cocaine. At this time, Organista was transported to the Brentwood Police Station 
without incident. 

Agents then knocked and announced “Police, Search Warrant!’ for a reasonable amount of time before making entry and securing 
3026 Texas Avenue, Pittsburgh, PA 15216. Located inside was Fablola Romero Dorantes (DOB: 11/10/1985) and two juveniles 
age sixteen and three. 

I then applied for and was granted a search warrant for the residence of 3026 Texas Avenue, Pittsburgh, PA 15216. At 
approximately 1951 hours. Agents began a systematic of the residence and recovered the following: 

Approximately pound Methamphetamlne / Dining Room & Master Bedroom / Biricocchl 

Large amount US Currency / Master Bedroom / Smith 

Digital Scale / Dining Room / Biricocchi 

Kilogram Wrappers / Kitchen / Kosoglow 

Electric Mixer / Kitchen / Kosoglow 

Approximately 1 Vz kilograms of cocaine / Master Bedroom / Biricocchi 
Indicia for both Organista and Dorantes 
Multiple cell phones 

It should be noted that both Organista and Dorantes had access to the cocaine and methamphetamlne. The amount of cocaine 
and methamphetamlne far exceeds that of a user and no user paraphernalia was located inside the residence. Agents also 
recovered a digital scale, kilo wrappers, and an electric mixer which is commonly used by drug traffickers to break down bulk 
amount of narcotics into smaller amounts for resale. After being read their Miranda Rights and stating that they understood both 
Organista and Dorantes admitted to knowing about the narcotics in the residence. Organista was able to describe the location of 
the cocaine as well as the amount. Dorantes explained how they travel to California two purchase (2) kilograms of cocaine and (1) 
pound of Methamphetamlne.
